genized in eech prefecture when the rmendments to the Locel Autonomy Lew become ee 
effective on 1 Jenuery 1948. The chenge in the law will not effect the orgeni- 
zetion of the Welfere Department in Tokyo «nd e few other lerge prefectures such <ES

The Epidemic Prevention Act of 1897 permitted loce1 governors to esteblish 
Senitery fssocistions within e perticuler geogrephic:1 or politicel unit. &#fter 
the esteblishment of such en essocietion c1l residents within the designeted eree 
were compulsory members subject to levy of dues. Upon non-pryment of dues, they 
were subject to the seme penelty cs for the non-peyment of terxes. In 1943 they 
were incornorrted into the Toneri-Gumi neighborhood rssocistion becoming the 
Heelth Brench or Fisei Kumiei of this orgenizetion. As such, their effrirs were 
controlled by the locel politier] chief, The Toneri-Gumi wes abolished rs of 1 
April 1947 by @& SCEP Directive end the ectivities of the Eisei Kumiri suspended. 
The Kiinistry of Welfrre hes reported thet es of 28 Februrry 1947, 57,620 such 
‘essocietions were in existence with s-totrl membership of 9,848,545. The rcti- 
vities were ccordine ted through « federetion of senitery *ssocictions thet ex- 
tended from the highest to lowest level of government. These essocietions were 
cherged end held responsible for the crrrying out of mess immunizetion progrems, 
public herith educetion to encoursge the perticiprtion in such progrems, the re- 
porting of contegious discrses to werd offices, the direction end execution of 
community cleening progremc, the collection end disposel of gerbrge end refuse, 
insect end rodent control, end other functions rel: ted to public heelth end pub- 
lic works, The Toneri-Gumi end the locrl police deprrtments essisted in enforc- 
ing senitery regulztions on the members of the Eisei Kumiei. Subsidies were even 
given to these sssocirtions by the locel and netione] covernments. 


The history cf the Eisei Kumiei would indicete thet it wes fer from e demo- 
cretic non=politice1 orgrnizetion. The resctivetion of this group is being en- 
coure ged by meny prefecture] health depertments in en effort to ellevirte some 
of their finencirl1 problems by plecing the burden of public heelth on the people 
they should be serving. All the phrses of public heelth ere the responsibilities 
of the locel end prefecturs1 governments rnd it is plenned thet they will become 
the exclusive functions of the district health center or city heelth office. fl- 
theugh in mmny instences these essocietions heve proven to be velueble eids in 
the control of epidemic diseeses they shculd not be held responsible for or be 
ordered to crrry out eny public health or public works progrems which sheuld be 
the responsibility of s governmentel organizetion. 


Neighborhood senitery associetions, providing they ere e non-politicel vol- 
untery group orgenized end opereted in e democretic manner, tre not illegel end 
shculd not be suppressed. However, it is recommended that their formetion be 
discoureged *s they cennot essume government functions.
